Mohammed Ibrahim Kamel said 
that his government will decide 
whether to renew political and 
military negotations with Israel only 
after Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin visits Washington March 13- 
16. 


Kame! made the statement shortly 
after U.S. special envoy Alfred 
Atherton conferred with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat in Ismailiya 
yesterday evening. Atherton return- 
ed to Jerusalem last night. He will 
meet with Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan today. Dayan is expected to 
be flanked by top legal advisors, 
headed by Attorney-General Aharon 
Barak. 

Despite the gaps between Egypt 
and Israel over the definition of 
‘peace principles. Atherton said the 
deliberations between the two coun- 
tries were "ποῖ in any sense stalled." 
He said the fact that he had returned 
to Jerusalem and that he will come 
back next week is proof that there is 
no impasse. He added that both sides

Begin needs to score 
opinion points in U.S.

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
yesterday announced his candidacy 
for re-election thig fall, on an in- 
dependent ticket. 

Koliek, who will be 67 in May, said 
he would not run again aa Labour 
Party standard-bearer because he 
felt the party could not win a majori- 
ty on the city council in the 
November municipal elections. 
“You can't do much if the council is 
against you.” he said. 

His mave was immediately 
denounced by the Likud leader in the 
council as a trick to fool the public. 

Kollek made it clear that while he 
was abandoning the Labour label, he 
was not abandoning the Labour Par- 
ty — whose leaders, he said, un- 
derstood his decision and had ex- 
pressed support for him. A Kollek 
side said he expected that Labour 
would not field its own municipal list 
in the election but would back 
Kollek’s. which wil! be called For 
Jerusalem. (This is alao the title of 
Kollek’s just-published 
autobiography.) 

To prove his continuing allegiance 
to Labour, Kollek has for the first 
time joined the Labour Party 
Leadership Bureau, something 
which hig distaste for party politics 
has kept him from doing in the past. 

Uzi Baram, head of the Labour 
Party in Jerusalem, said Kollek’s 
decision had not yet been discussed 
in party forums. 

The possibility that Jerusalem 
may become the subject of serious 
negotiations in Middle East peace 
talks in the next four years, said 
Kollek, was ἃ factor in his decision to 
establish as strong a base as possible 
in City Hall. 

The two principal factors leading 
to Kollek'’s decision were the weak 
showing Labour made in Jerusalem 
in last year's Knesset elections and 

_ the electoral reform providing direct 
and separate elections for mayors 
for the first time. 


In the 1977 Knesset elections, 
Labour drew 23,600 votes in 
Jerusalem compared to 55,000 for 
the Likud and 15,000 for the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
(DMC). This was a disastrous show- 
ing compared to the last municipal 
elections in 1974 in which Labour 
won 14 of the 82 council seats — twice 
ΒΒ many as the Likud. Hiven that, 
however, represented a loss of two 
seats compared to the 1969 elections. 
In view of the Likud's Knesset 
landslide last year, political 
observers see Labour declining 
sharply in the upcoming municipal 
elections. 

Labour's chances for a council 
majority were further weakened by 
the separation of the mayoral elec- 
tien from the council election. 
Heretofore. Kollek's personal pop- 
ularity has drawn a number of 
Labour candidates into the council 
on his coattails. 

Likud deputy mayor Yehoshua 
Matza termed Kollek’s move a 
sleight-of-hand aimed at f the 
public. Metza said Kollek's indepen- 
dent candidacy was aimed at 
forestalling the collapse at the polls 
predicted for Labour. He called upon 
Kollek to return his Labour Party 
membership card to prove his 
sincerity as an independent. 

Kollek said he had not yet drawn 
up a list of persons who would run cn 
his ticket, but said they would in- 
clude representatives of the 
neighbourhoods and members of 
Labour and other parties who iden-. 
tify with his platform. 

He said public opinion researcher 
Hanoch Smith is carrying out a poll 
to determine the Jerusalem public’s 
attitude on a number of issues, in- 
cluding his own independent can- 
didacy. 

Koliek was first elected mayor in 
1965 on the Rafi ticket. He won re- 
election twice as head of the Labour 
slate. 
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Soviets forcing ‘unknown’ 
lawyer on Shcharansky

TEL AVIV. — After a year in prison 
awaiting trial, Moscow Aliya activist 
Anatoly Shcharansky, reported to be 
facing treason charges, finally has a 
lawyer. But the lawyer is not one 
which he or his family wanted. 

The lawyer appointed for 
Sheharansky, who faces a possible 
death sentence, is Silva Abramova 
Dubrovskaya. Aliya circles in 
Moscow said yesterday that they had 
never heard of her, but that her 
name indicates she is at least partly 
Jewish. Observers in Moscow noted 
that this may be an attempt on the 
part of the Soviet authorities to 
counter suggestions that anti- 
Semitism is behind the trial. 

Sbcharansky's family was unable 
to find a lawyer. Most had been in- 
timidated by the KGB secret police 
and preferred to steer clear of the 
case, and others said they would 
take it only on condition that 
Shcharansky first confess. 

‘The one lawyer who was willing to 
enter whatever plea Shcharansky 
himself chose to make prominent 
dissidents’ defender Dina 
Kaminskaya, was immediately ex- 
pelled from the USSR.

Former State List secretary gets two 
years for embezzling party funds 


-TEL AVIV (Itim). — The secretary 
of the now-defunct State List party, 
Batsheva Tuviya, was yesterday 
sentenced to two years in prison for 
embezzling some 11380,000 of the 
party’s funds. 

Tuviya, who served as secretary of 
Rafi and its successor, the State Liat, 
from August 1969 until March 1975, 
has been out on 11100,000 bail for 
almost three years. 

She originally denied that she had 
embezzled the money by forging the 
names of party leaders Zalman 
Shoval and Yiga} Hurvitz on cheques 
drawn on the party's bank account. 
But after the prosecution presented 
its witnesses, she admitted the 
charge and asked to produce leading 
public figures as character 
witnesses. These witnesses failed to 
materialize, and Tuviya was finally 
convicted without their testimony. 

District Court Judge David 
Wallach, who noted that the 


embezzled money has not yet been 
returned — even though Tuviya's 
home in Kiryat Tivon was attached 
to cover the debt — and that Tuviya 
had displayed no remorse, said the 
offence called for a stiff punishment. 
In addition to the two-year jail 
sentence, he handed down a two- 
year suspended sentence. 


1L.100,000 fine for

Fewer soldiers now taking drugs

The number of drug users in the 
Israel Defence Forces has fallen 
over the last two years, according to 
Tat-Aluf Dan Michaeli, the army's 
chief medical officer, 


Briefing a special Knesset sub- 
committee on drug-taking among 
minors, Dr. Michaeli said the police 
gave the Shimron Commission on 
crime excessively high statistics on 
drug abuse in the IDF. The subcom- 
mittee, chaired by Yitzhak Yitzhaki 
(Likud), is composed of members of 
the Education Committee and the 
Social Affairs Committee. 

Michaeli said most soldiers who 
take drugs did so before they joined 
up. The large majority smoke 


hashish, and only very few use 
“hard” drugs. Most of the drug 
takers come from poor families and 
have little education. 

He said youngsters who took drugs 
for social reasons before joining up 
stopped this practice when they. 
donned uniform. 

The army authorities get details 
about known drug users before they 
are calied up, Dr. Michaeli said. 
Soldiers who take drugs regularly, 
and peddle them, are discharged 
from the army and prosecuted by the 
etvilian authorities. Occasional 
users are disciplined by the army. 

Michaell said drug abuse in the 
IDF is not so prevalent as to require 
a large-scale campaign against the 
practice.

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U.S. economy seen 
headed for slowdown 


NEW YORK (Reuter). ~— A plunge in 
a@ major government economic index 
and a three-year low in stock market 
prices reinforced concern here 
vesterday that the U.S. economy 
headed for a slowdown later 
year or next. 

The Commerce Department 
reported on Tuesday that its index of 
10 leading economic indicators fell 
1.9 per cent in January, the first 
decline in six months and its 
sharpest loss in three years. 

Commerce Secretary Juanita 
Kreps blamed the fall on the winter 
blizzards and the national coai 
strike. 

But the fall on Tuesday in New 
York stock market prices to their 
lowest levels since February 2S, 
1975, reflected investors’ fears about 
inflation and the country's economic 
future. 

The fears were reinforced by the 
continued poor performance on the 
international exchange markets of 


the dollar, wnicn yesterday closed at 
record jows against other major 
currencies (separate story, page 1). 

Signs of a slowdown soon came as 
the U.S. this month entered Its fourth 
year of steady. if undramatic, 
business expansion — one of the 
longest periods of sustained 
peacetime growth since World War 
Il. 

Last year economic growth was 5 
per cent. 

The Commerce Department said 
eight of the 10 economic indicators in 
its index declined in January and the 
other two rose. a 

The bright signs were the 0.9 per 
cent fail in the rate of layoffs in the 
manufacturing industries and an im- 
provement in wholesale prices, the 
department said. 

But total liquid assets were down, 
as was the volume of new orders and 
contracts and orders for plant and 
equipment.

Pakistan bans all political activity 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP), — A 
ban on politleaj activities, ordered 
by Pakistani military leader Gen. 
Mohammad Zia ul-Haq, went into 
effect yesterday under a martial law 
regulation made public earlier in the 
day. 

Since October 1, the only political 
activities allowed have been small 
indoor group meetings. Elections 
had been scheduled for October 1, 
but were postponed without setting a 
new date. 

The ban on political activity in- 
cludes imprisonment of up to seven 


years and as many as 10 lashes by 
whipping. 

The regulations forbid organizing 
any political party, convassing or 
campaigning, giving money or other 
assistance to any political party ora 
politician, rallies and political 
publications. 

The ban has come in the wake of 
initial indications that certain 
politicians, including deposed prime 
minister Zulfikar All Bhutto's 
Pakistan Peoples Party, have per- 
sisted in demanding setting an early 
date for national elections.

Turkey devalues lira

Rome police nab 15 


Kidnap Ine. 


ROME (UPI). — Police launched a 
major assault on Italy's high-profit 
Kidnap Inc. yesterday, netting 15 
alleged matfiost, including an Italian- 
American woman, in pre-dawn raids 
across the capital. 

Culminating a two-year investiga- 
tion into the nation’s burgeoning kid- 
nap industry, police armed with 
arrest warrants threw a dragnet 
over the city in a search for 15 other 
suspects. 

Among those still sought. was 
Giuseppe “Peppino” Piromalli, the 
brother of presumed Calabrese 
Mafia chieftain Girolamo “Dou 
Momo" Piromalll. 5 

Don Momo was believed to have 
been the mastermind behind the 1978 
kidnapping of J. Paul Getty MM, 
grandson of the fate oil magnate. 

Police said the 30 cts were 
being charged with plotting and 
carrying out kidnappings for ran- 
som. Several of those arrested, 
police said, had served as 
“babysitters” for kidnap victims, in- 
cluding Duke Massimiliano Grazioli, 
who was abducted last November 
and is still missing. 

The only woman among those 
arrested was an Italo-American 
identified as Maria Johanna Jo Faro. 
Lo Faro currently lives In Rome but

, Officers said they have evidence 
linking the suspects to many of the 82 
kidnappings for ransom reported in 
Italy since January 1977. 

Police estimate that since 1970 kid- 
nappers have netted a cool $180m. in 
ransom payments. 


Despite the ransoms, 39 of the 
record 76 victims kidnapped last 
year were, never seen again alive 
and the frightened rich are surroun- 
ding themselves and their families 
with heavily armed bodyguards and 
even taking out kidnap insurance. 

Police said they were first tipped 
to the identities of Kidnap Inc. by a 
“Mafia summit" two years. ago at 
the Rome restaurant Il Fungo (The 
Mushroom), where Peppino 
Piromalli conferred with Roberto 
Natt, considered ‘the brains behind 
a recent kidnapping." 


Officials said they believed the 
group was also ‘connected to last 
year’s gangland slaying in Rome of 
known Mafia member Antonio 
D'Agostino and to the killing last 
March of two police officers staking 
out another Mafia summit. at 
Taurianova in Calabria. 


MOSCOW (UPI). — For the first 
time since last summer, coffee 
reappeared on Moscow shelves 
yesterday. But now Soviet shoppers 
are paying five times the old price. 

Under new guidelines issued 
yesterday, coffee jumped from 4 
rubles (IL80) ἃ Kilo to 20 rubles 
(L400), and petrol prices doubled, to 
the equivaient of about 11.4.50 a litre 
(ag reported briefly yesterday). 

Gold and platinum went up an 

average of 60 per cent, repair and 
servicing of private automobiles 
jumped 30 per cent and chocolate in- 
creased an average 90 per cent. 
But the price hikes were a mixed 
essing to Soviet shoppers. 
With coffee prices up five-fold, 
government suppliers released rare 
stocks into the stores. The smell of 
freshly ground coffee wafted 
through the huge GUM department 
store on Red Square as buyers 
erowded four and five deep around 
the sales counter. 

Although coffee has almost always 
been available to foreigners in the 
select hard currency stores, Soviet 
consumers haven't seen coffee for 
over eight months. 

Nikolai Glushkov, chairman of the 
State Committee on prices, said 
yesterday the price rises “will not

“We are used to tea,” he said. “I 
think we drink coffee rarely."

Roots of Egyptian radicalism 


THERE is a ‘Palestinian Connec- 
tion” in the ranks of the anti-Sadat 
opposition in Egypt, states Dr.

Einstein. Starting on a small scale, it 
has become a full-fledged grammar 
and high school with almost 900 
pupils, of whom three-quarters are 
Jewish. 


THE MOST distinguished Jew in 
Panama is a member of Kol Shearith 
Israel. He is Max Delvalle, who was 
vice-president of the country and 
during an interregnum of a few 
weeks actually served az President 
of Panama — the only Jew to hold 
the office of chlef of state, however 
briefly, in all America. 

The Congregation today has 144 
members. There is a high death 
rate: 50 members have died over the 
past decade. On the other hand, the 
congregation has instructed and con- 
verted to Judaism more than that 
number in the same period.

Terror has ruled for nine years in Belfast

URBAN TERRORISM is an 
epidemic disease, but usually the 
worst stage In any particular city 
does not last more than a year or 
two. In 1576 it was most severe in 
Beirut and Buenos Aires, last year in 
Ankare and Madrid, and this year it 
is the turn of Rome and Addis 
Ababa. But in one city terrorism has 
stayed at fever pitch for nine inter- 
minable years — Belfast. 

Northern Ireland, with a popula- 
tion of only 1% millon, will soon 
bury its 2,000th victim of terrorism. 
Belfast, the capital, which has borne 
the brunt of the campaign, has the 
look of a city in the final stages of a 
long siege: shattered buildings, 
soldiers and barricades everywhere, 
and an inexpreasible weariness on 
the faces of the people. But the siege 
is not nearly over — indeed, recent 
developments in the neighbouring 
Irish Republic.may prolong it. 

When Fianna Fail, traditionally 
the most extreme nationalist party, 
won the national elections in the 
Republic last June, it was widely ex- 
pected that it would soon end Anglo- 
Irish cooperation over Northern 
Treland. It has not yet gone that far, 
but last month it took the first step. 

In a Dublin radio interview, Prime 
Minister Jack Lynch suggested that 
London should drop its guarantee 
that Northern Ireland will remain 
part of the United Kingdom so long 
as the majority there wished it. He 
also talked about a possible amnesty 
for the Provisional Irish Republican 
Army (IRA),

The resuit was the immediate 
withdrawal of Ulster Protestants 
from negotiations to set up a power- 
sharing local government with the 
Catholics. There were also fears that 
the IRA, which has been suffering 
heavy losses to British security 
forces, would gain new hope, and 
that the terrorist war would win a 
new lease of life. 


In fact, Lynch's statement may 
not have done great damage, simply 
because the policy he destroyed was 
not doing much good. The death toll 
last year was the lowest since 1972, 
and the flow of funds from Irish- 
Americans to the IRA has dropped 
by three-quarters in the past five 
years. But it still takes 14,500 British 
troops to contain the terrorista. 

As: for the power-sharing talks, 
there had been Httle real hope of 
Success anyway. This latest British 
attempt to restore some self- 
government to Ulster, like all its 
predecessors, was doomed by the 
reality that the only possible form of 
self-government in Northern Ireland 
is Protestant government. 


THE FACTS in Northern Ireland re- 
main stubbornly the same. Two- 
thirds of the population are 
Protestants, who feel themselves a 
separate nation from the Catholic 
Irish, They have an utter hurror of 
being submerged in the 
overwhelmingly Catholic Republic, 
which has twice as many people. As

By long tradition Catholic workers 
are mostly confined to the unskilled 
and poorly-paid jobs, end suffer five 
times the unemployment rat2 of 
Protestants. All this was the tru}t not 
of British tyranny, but of major! 
self-government through a loc. 
elected assembly. Three years cf 
The Troubles started in 196¢, 
British government abolished 
Northern irish self-government and 
began direct rule, in an atiemri to 
overthrow this system. 

But by then the Catholic chsttos 
were dominated by the terrorist 
IRA. ΑἹ] the British attempts ta 
troduce some self-government i 
province have foundered on the rock 
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of Protestant refusal to share power 
with the loca] Catholic minority. For 
the past five years there has been no 
veal British policy in Northern 
freland, beyond hanging on, fighting 
the IRA, and hoping something will 
turn up. 


YET THE chenge of policy urged on 
Britain by Dublin cannot help either. 
Lrish unity always seema plausible in 
the Republic, where an electorally 
important minority of the population 
still sees the Ulster problem simply 
as a question of British imperialism. 
For Jack Lynch (though he is not 
that naive), it still seems reasonable 
to suggest that Britain should stop 
promising the Ulater Protestants 


+ that they can stay in the United 


“ingdom as long as they want to. 

In fact. Britain would be delighted 
to leave Northern Ireland peaceful- 
ly, but it is not that simple. Even to 
withdraw the guarantee would push 
Ulster Protestants in the direction of 
unilateral independence, which they 
see as preferable to incorporation in 
the Republic of Ireland. 

The departure of British troops 
would mean a catastrophic civil war 
in the North, leaving the Protestants 
in control of a somewhat diminished 
territory at the end. There is no way 
forward to a peaceful ‘‘power- 
sharing"’ government in the North, 
and no wey out for Britain except the 
endless, thankless task of trying to 
reduce the terrorists’ strength and 
provide some kind of even-handed 
government to both religious groups 
in Northern Ireland.

TEL AVIV. — Bank Leumi yester- 
day released its consolidated 
balance sheet for the year ending 
December 31, 1977. Consolidated 
assets of the Bank Leumi group grew 
by 1.70.6b., a rise of 86.4 per cent, to 
3L152.2b. The net profit, cluding 
extraordinary income, was 138 per 
cent higher than in the preceding 
year and reached IL339m. On a fully 
diluted basis the net profit per share 
came to 11.0.84. 

The board of directors will recom- 
mend at the annual meefing the pay- 
ment of an 8.5 per cent cash divi- 
dend, which will bring up the annual 
rate to 16 per cent, the same as last 
year. It will also recommend the 
payment of 33% per cent in bonus 
shares, compared to only 20 per cent 
@ year ago. In view of the group's 
rapid growth the bank expanded its 
capital base last year by about IL2b. 
Total capital funds, including 
reserves and surplus, grew by 
IL2.2b. to a total of IL4.1b. ($266m.). 
‘The growth in the capital funds was 
in the order of 116 per cent. 

Assets of provident funds and unit 
trusts totalling IL18.6b. do not 
appear in the consolidated balance 
sheet. 

Deposits by the public accounted 
for almost 55 per cent of the group's 
total assets for a 100 per cent gain. 

Assets of the nine mutual funds 
managed by PIA, a subsidiary of 
Bank Leumi, reached the 1L7.9b. 
mark, an Increase of 63 per cent. 
Currently PIA holds about 51 per 
cent of all the mutual fund assets in 
the Israeli banking system. 

In the year under consideration 
the Bank Leumi group placed some 
ΤΡ, in index-linked debentures, 
compared to [L2.7b. in 1976. Of the 
total amount, IL3.8b. represents 
issues of its own subsidiaries. 

Among other factors, manage- 
ment ascribes the growth of the 
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bank's internatlonal business to the 
relaxation of forelgn currency con- 
trois at home and the expanaion of 
Israel's overseas trade. 

The Bank Leumi group has 36 
overseas offices, including four 
banking subsidiaries operating 8. 
total of 19 branches, three overseas 
brances of Bank Leumi, and a 
finance company. It also has ἃ 
securities investment and trading 
corporation, ten representative af- 
fices, a tourist and immigrant ad- 
visory bureau and a banking agency 
In New York, 

As part of the bank's 75th anniver- 
sary celebrations the board of direc- 
tors passed a resolution establishing 
the ‘Bank Leumi Anniversary 
Fund” in the sum of IL25m., to be 
devoted to humanitarian projects, 


* such as work with disadavantaged 


youth and the elderly. The fund's 
aim is the involvement of these in- 
dividuals in constructive economic 
activity.

Heart of the matter 


THE PEACE TALKS are at a virtual standstill. Egypt and’ 


Israel are, at best, treading water, and Mr. Atherton's earnest 
efforts to shift them to some more profitable occupation have so 
far been in vain. 

Only yesterday Egypt's Foreign Minister submitted to the 
U.S. Assistant Secretary of State a new proposed version of a 
“declaration of principles." This was followed by the comment, 
from focal Cairo sources, that the Egyptian attitude remained 
greatly at variance with the israeli. 

‘The gap appeared to be so large, indeed, that there was little 
chance of its being significantly narrowed during Mr. Ather- 
ton’s present shuttle mission. 

Most distressing, however, was the escalating, mutual ex- 
change of accusations about stiffened negotiating positions. The 
focus of this semi-public dickering in the past few days has not 
been Israeli settlements, strictly a peripheral issue, but the 
vital issues of the West Bank and the Palestinians. 

Egypt, supported by the U.S. has taken strenuous exception to 
what is described as Israel's sudden about-face on the applica- 
tion of the withdrawal clause in Resolution 242 to Judea and 
Samaria. 

Israel, on the other hand, has countered with the charge that 
Egypt has gone far beyond President Carter's Aswan statement 
to insist on an unimpeded right of self-determination for the 
Palestinians. 


‘The Israeli argument is the more solidly founded. The Aswan 


formula itself, with the suggested recognition of the (perilously 
undefined) “legitimate rights of the Palestinian people," clear- 
ly falls outside the pale of Israeli acceptance. To stretch this 
language, for whatever reason, is to court a stalemate. 

As for the Government's claim that it is under no duty of 
withdrawal from the West Bank, it is hardly a novelty. Mr. 
Begin made the point before, and so did a number of his 
lieutenants. Indeed, the entire purpose of his ‘‘self-rule"’ plan 
for Judea and Samaria has been to get around this vexing 
problem. 

That this should come as a surprise to Egypt, and the U.S., isa 
cause for wonderment. 

This is not to say that Mr. Begin's major thesis — that the 
obligation of withdrawal '‘from territories" may be discharged 
by full evacuation on only one of the three Six-Day War fronts — 
will stand scrutiny. If anything; it is belied by the Premier's 
very argument against Israel's acceptance of Resolution 242 
when he was still Leader of the Opposition. 

Mr. Begin would be entirely justified in resisting attempts by 
the U.S., ostensibly acting as an honest broker, to dictate to 
Israel the measure of change in the armistice lines deemed 
necessary for the country’s security. But he cannot very well 
fault the U.S., a principal author of 242, for making clear what is 
patent anyway: that Israeli withdrawal under that Security 
Council text cannot be fulfilled in Sinai alone. 

To persons of Mr. Begin's persuasion, of course, retreat from 
even the tiniest part of Judea and Samaria, and its transfer to 
foreign rule, is a prospect too dreadful to contemplate. But in an 
effort to escape it, the Premier has only got his Government into 
a hopeless bind on the Palestinian issue. 

The Israeli case against Palestinian ‘“‘rights’’ may have 

‘theoretical merit, but little practical value. To be relieved of the 
burden of solving the problem of the Palestinians, Israel has no 
choice but to cede effective control of the destinies of one million 
Arabs, even if it means abandonment of the autonomy scheme. 

Though riddied with ambiguities, Resolution 242 is eloquently 
specific in calling for withdrawal only to secure and recognized 
boundaries, and only in conditions of peace; and it is resoun- 
dingly silent on te’ Palestinians. 

Treated plainly, it should be Israel's strongest weapon in the 
diplomacy of peace-making. Twisted beyond recognition, it is 
liable to become the instrument of deadlock, and confrontation. 


Teddy’s hat in the ring 


JERUSALEM Mayor Teddy Kollek's announcement of his in- 
tention to run again at the head of a non-party list in next 
November's municipal elections is a welcome step. As is widely 
acknowledged, he is the right man, in the right job, at the right 
time. His decision also reflects the new thinking taking place in 
preparation for the local polis. 

Except for the case of Nazareth two years ago, these elections 
will be the first to be held under the new law calling for the 
direct popular choice of mayors. Until now, mayors have been 
picked by a majority of the municipal council, elected through 
party lists. 

The new system is guaranteed to change the shape of local 
polities by placing an added premium on the personal populari- 
ty of the mayoral candidates. Thus its effect will be to reinforce 
an already noticeable trend. Indeed, Mr. Kollek is one of the 
first mayors to have won office — three times in a row — on the 
basis of his own popularity, rather than through his party af- 
filiation (which was first with the defunct Rafi and later with 
Labour). The mayor's new decision was prefigured by the 
successful re-election campaign of Rishon Lezion Mayor Gibs- 
tein In 1973. 

At the same time, it reflects awareness of the burden that con- 
tinued outright identification with Labour would constitute for 
Mr. Koliek. And it constitutes his personal comment on the 
parlous state to which party politicking has brought municipal 
government throughout the country. 

Preliminary public cpinion polls seem to have persuaded Mr. 
Kollek that he should not have too much trouble being re- 
elected, even if the other parties should make a surprise 
appearance with prestigious rivai contenders. His real problem 
lies in the future: for under the new law even a mayor elected by 
a large majority may be stymied by a municipal council 
dominated by the old politicians. 

Mayor Koliek has not specified whom he would invite to join 
his own list for the council. Presumably he wouid seek to co-opt, 
among others, some of his Labour party colleagues. He should, 
however, also consider including prominent neighbourhood 
leaders, both Jewish and Arab, who could provide a much im- 
proved two-way channel for citizen participation in the running 
of the city. 

Personally elected mayors are not, in themselves, a 
guarantee of good local government. But independent city 
chiefs of the calibre of Mr. Kollek can only be a boon to 
municipal administration.

The result is 
that it benefits neither. 

DMC Knesset Member Stef 
Wertheimer ἰᾳ a businessman who 
sees things in either/or terms. Peo- 
ple can be induced, he says, to invest 
in the central parts of the country. 
They do not want to invest in the 
development areas. Yet incentives 
are largely confined to the develop- 
ment areas. So (at least since 1973) 
they invest on a reduced scale, 
providing only a fraction of what the 
country needs. 

The reason why they would prefer 
the central part of the country is that 
50,000 qualified persons are on call 
there. These people are working in 
other jobs, or studying, but they 
could be drawn upon for new in- 
dustrial projects. 


The development areas have no 
‘reserve of skilled labour. It is 
pointless to attract capital alone; 
labour must he attracted too. In the 


- end, capital does not come because 


there is no labour, and labour is not 
available because there is no capital. 

The government has confused two 
separate issues, according to 
Wertheimer. They should be treated 
separately. Investment is one sub- 
ject; and it is saddled with its own 
proviso. Investment has to be in ex- 


port industries. But the geographical ἢ 


location of each venture — that is 
something which only the sponsor 
should decide. 

“The way I see it, exports are what 
2 lorry hauls to port,” he says. 
“Where inside Israel the lorry comes 
from does not concern the 
authorities.** 


Development areas are another 
problem again, and one that hag not 
so far been solved. Wertheimer does 
not want to take industry away from 
the new townships. “4111 say is that 
if a plant is not going to be built in 
Dimona, let it go up in Petah-Tikva.

“legislated legitimation of falsehood 
on the part of yourig women who are 
not in fact Orthodox and have no In- 
tention of becoming so” — in.the 
words of a Jerusalem Post leader. 

As the mother of a young woman 
serving in the army, Itake 

the insinuation that most young 

enepl will evade military service 
by making false declarations. This is 
ἃ calumny against the vast majority 
of young Israeli women who have 
already made their contribution 
towards the security of their’ coun- 
try; who are in the process of doing 
so (to the extent permitted by the 
army authorities) and who are fully 
prepared to do so in the future.
